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MONTHLY REPORT OF THE
COUNTY AGRICULTURAL AGENT

For the Poriod Oct8. to Nov. 5,91

The major projects glven atton-
tion during the period of this re-
port were dalrying poultry and
marketing, Work was also done in
drainage, livestock feeding, In pre-
Hminary arvrungements for hortleal-
tural and home gconomies demon-
wtrations meetings and o securing
exhibits for the State Corn Show
and land products show. The usual
amount of routine work was atten-
ded to.

DAIRYING Arrangements were
made in cooperation with the farm
bureau dalry and livestock commit-
teos for soven demonatration meet-
Ings In the judgiog of dairy cattle.
Extenslon Speoclalist N, C. Jemings,
was secured and gave lectures and
demonstrations In connection with

this work. Meetings were held at
Outario, Nyssa, Adrian, Oregon
Slope, Vale, Bonita and Malheur,

the total attendance belug 1756 per-
sons, The county club leadsr as-
slated in the last three mestings by
taking the apeclalist to the places of
meating. Some assistance was Eiv-
en farmers of the Lincoln school
distriet in forming a bull club Lo se-
cure pure bred Jersey alre. Consid-
erable time was devoted to confer-
onces with officlals of the farm burs
dan, the Onwrio Commercisl Club,
and business wen and furmers of dif-
ferent sections of the county in re-
gard to the need of more dairy eat-
tle in the alfalta growing sections
of the county and the advisabllity
of forming a loan association for
the purpose of linancing would-be
purchasers,

POULTRY. Work in this depart-
ment consisted of holding two call-
Ing demonstrations mestings, ons at
Vale and the other at Jamioson, with
a member of the farm bureau poul-
try committee, Mr. Graham Park as
instructor, in order that the poul-
trymen of these communities might
secure some help of the advantages
of the lustruction given by Mr.
Cosby as reported In last months
work. About thirty persons attend_
ed these demonstrations. Prolim-
inary to further work planned for
the poultrymen under the guldance
of Extension Specialist H. R. Coaby,
a poultry demonstration farm was
arranged for as & result of an
agreement between A. B. Cain of
Calro community, Faurm Bureau
Chalrmag of poultry, and extonsion
service' officlals. The date for a
pouitry demounstration meeting on

feoding for ogg production was ar-

ranged by llr tmby

MARKETING. The principalwork
In marketing conuslsted of cooperat-
Ing with the farm bureau poultry
committee and the business men of
Ontario and Nyssa in putting on &
drive for members for the Pacifie
Cooperative Pouliry Producers As-
soclation. The agent districted the
territory to be canvassed and oar-
ranged for guides and solivitors from
among the farmers (0 aecompany
the business men who furnished ma-
chines. Caldwell, [daho business
men came In sulficlent pumbers to
place one man In each machine. In
this way 8500 hens ware secured for
the assoclation in one day and as "
result of the canvass about 1000 ad-
itlonal eame in voluntarily within
a few days. Fourteen asutomohbiles
were gugaged In the drive, of which
nine were from Ontaric and five
from Nysaa, Thin work brings about
the realization of plaps for market-
ing poultry products from south-
oastern Oregon and southwestern
Idaho, which have been previously
reporied. In order that some ae-
tion might result to asuist In the
marketing of the great surplus of
alfalfa bay in the hands of the grow-
ers, the agent called a wmeeting of
hay growers and arranged for

spealiors (0 present various sub-
Jacta bearing on the problam. This
meeting was held on the 31st day of
October and was attended by fifty
or more representative hay growers,
H. A. Lindgren, extension specialist
in livestock husbandry gave figures
to show the value of hay when mar-
ketod thru the feeding of meat ani-
mals., N, C. Jumieson, extension
spocialist in dalrying gave figures
on the returns for hay when market-
ed thru the dalry cattle. Claude
Wakeland, extonsion specialist In
entomology, in Idaho, lectured on
the life history, distribution and cons-
trol of alfalfs weevil. L. A Hunt,
mansger of the Oregon Cooperative
Hay Growers Assoclation, discussed
the principles and practice of cooper-
ative marketing In general and the
plan of organization and the oper-
ations of the hay growers organiza-
tion (n particular. Secretary Doo-
little of the Ontarie Commercial
Club, spoke on the need for more
dairy cattle and the possibility of it
baing possible to organize an assocl-
utin to finance purchasers of dairy
cattle. At the conclusion of the
weeting the appointment of a com-
mittes ofthree was authorised by
those in attendance. for the purpose
of investigating the marketing of
hay and taking such action as seems
necessary under the clreumstances.

OTHER PROJECTS. Oue moest-
ing to ussist in  getting dralnage
work started on four small projects
on Dead Ox Filat was held. The

moeoting was well attended and the

preliminary organization affected,
The demonstration tract near Vale
was Inspectod and found to be wtill
quite badly alkalied after the first
seasons work, With the exception
of a foew piats, a stand of rye had
not been secured from the seeding
done In Beptember. Very little
swesl clover was to be found. Two
visits were made to the southeast
dralnage distriet west of Ontario to
Inspeet the construction work n
progress there by means of slulcing.
Good progress s being made altho
some difficolty had been exporienced
in cutting thru the hard pan strates.
Ao a mintake ln locatlon was made
and the canal outlot had to be re-
made after a considerable work had
beon done. The cost, however, s
far lesws than the dredging method
and will probably be loss as the work
advances and experience in gained
by the workmen.

Bome time was spent on livesiock
feoding work In company with H. A,
Lindgren, extension specialist In
Hyestock busbandry, Several feed-
ers and other parties Interested n
the development of the Industry
were visited and arrangements made
with thres men to keep cost records.
Arrangements were made for prun.
ing schools and pruning demonsira-
tionn to be condueted in the Ontario
Nyssa, Oregon Blope, and Brogan
communities under the leaderahip
of C. D. Long, extension speeclalist in
hortleulture on November 14 to 18,
In this work the farm bureau hor-
tlieultural committoe s making local
arrangements.  Prellminary arrvang-
ments were also made with the coun-

Four Dalry Herd Record Keep-
Ing Clubs have been organised with-
In the last two weeks In this county,
“If I'm golng to have to holp dad
milk the new cows he Is buythg |
want o know If they are making
money’, s the way one youthtul
dalryman expressed (¢t when enrol-
llog with one of these clubs.

Each moember selects at least two
cows, oither his own or hin nelgh-
bors, and keeps accurate records on
them for a peried of six months,
The record of each cow Included the
buttor;fat, labor and feed records,
bacausa iL Is necasary to have all
three in order to know exactly what
the cow is doing. The buiterfat re-
cord Is found by welghing and test-
Ing the milk every two weekn, The
feod record Is an estimate of the hay
and panture, but acourate welghts
of all grain, root erops, ote., are
made onos & month,

During the project year several
trips are mads to score dalry barps
and eguipement and a limited time
is spent in Judging dalry cows.

The clubs which have been organ-
Izl at the prosent time are at Ore-
gon Slope, White Settlement, Big
Bend and Vallay View.
